reasons for the Examiner's refusal arc improper. 

The Examiner has refused entry of the October 16 r 2002 
amendments on the basis that they raise new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. More specifically, 
the Examiner suggests that further search and consideration is 
required for the process where the synLhetic receptor is no 
longer required to be an antibody fragment since previous 
consideration permitted antibody fragments as the synthetic 
receptor . 

Applicant respectfully disaqrees. 

Contrary to the Examiner's suggestion, prior to amendment, 
Lhe claims were not drawn to a synthetic receptor "required to be- 
anLibody fragment". Instead, the claims were drawn to a sythetic 
receptor selected from the group consisting of antibodies, 
antibody fragments, oligonucleotides and oligosaccharides. The 
October 16/ 2002 amendment merely deleted the member "antibody 
fragments" from this Markush group. Thus, further searching and 
consideration is not required simply from cancelation of one 
member of the Markush group. 

In accordance with MPEt? § 714.13, amendments which cancel 
claims, adopt the Examiner's suggestions, remove issues for 
appeal, or in some other way require only a cursory review by the 
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Examiner comply with 37 c.F.R. 1.116 and should be entered. The 
amendment of October 16, 2002 merely canceled a member from a 
Markush group of the claims and therefore is very similar to 
cancellation of . a claim. Further, this amendment removes all 
issues for appeal and addresses specifically the Examiner's 
stated concern in Lhe Office Action of July 16, 2002 that the 
claims contained the w antibody-fragment limitation". In 
addition, sincel all rejections are overcome by this claim 
amendment, only a cursory review by the Examiner is required for 
allowance of this case. 

It is therefore respectfully requested that the October 16, 
2002 amendment by Applicant be entered and that the pending 
claims be allowed.
